During the two weeks ended January 20, 1917, 514 rats were 
examined at Shanghai. No plague infection was found. The last 
plague-infected rat at Shanghai was reported found during the week 
ended May 6. 1916. 

Plague-Infected Rats— Hongkong. 

During the two weeks ended January 27, 1917, out of 3,746 rats 
examined at Hongkong, 6 were found plague infected. 

CHOSEN (KOREA). 
Cholera — Summary, August-December, 1916. 

The total number of cases of cholera notified in Chosen (Korea) 
during the period from the outbreak of the disease in August, 1916, to 
December 29, 1916, was 1,998. Of these, 1,624 cases occurred in 
natives. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

Examination of Rats, August-December, 1916 — Bristol. 

During the period from August 1 to December 31, 1916, 1,675 rats 
were examined at Bristol. No plague infection was found. 

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 

Plague — Transvaal. 

An outbreak of plague occurred in December, 1916, in the Trans- 
vaal, Union of South Africa, the focus of infection being a farm in the 
Potchefstroom district, about 90 miles distant from Johannesburg. 
From December 21, 1916, the date of the first known plague death, to 
January 7, 1917, eight fatal cases were notified. During the week 
ended January 14, 1917, two cases occurred on the infected farm, 
and during the same period a focus of infection was discovered on an 
adjoining farm, with two cases. The total number of cases reported 
to January 14, 1917, was 12, with 11 deaths.
